BIOLOGISTS 
HEAR PROF. 
JOHN TÂÎÎ 

"The Natural Arrest Of Hae- 
morrhage of Wounds" 

ILLUSTRATED 

Considers That Coagulation 
Reinforces Agglutination 
Which is Subsidiary 

Prof, .lohii Tait, before the HioUi- 
glcal Society last night, delivered an 
address on his work concerning "The 
Nalurni Arrest of Haemorrhage of 
Wounds?" 

Dr. Tail showed that when li'.oiid 
runs out of a vessel two oulslandlnK 
oliaiigci take place in the blood itself. 
Fli-st, the fluid of the blood sets Ilk.- 
a jelly and second, certain of the bluoil 
cells plnteleLs stick to tlie sides of 
the vessel and to one aieitlier. In the 
Circulating ijlood these cells are 
separated and discreet. It is necessary 
however, to make coinparulivc obser- 
vations ill other animals, among the 
Invertebrates, as well as the v^erto- 
bnilo.''. It is (onnd tha< couiftilatlon Is 
not iiii.vi'r.s.-il 111 all spicii ,, .,f iiiiim;ii.'(. 
:-.:iiong tje iiivorli.'br.iU-s, as avc'.I .i; 
;!'.'■ vertebrates. It l.« found iliat 
eoamilatioii is' not universal in all 
species of animal.''. In iiiaiiy of ilio.se- 
«pcoi'.'M the blood after it is drawn 
remains fluid. Cba(;ii!al ion i.f :;••' 
blood in iiniiied to tw,, -voiip-, the 
verlelirates uiiil tlie .iilliriii.ods. .-Viid 
il is only III liie '.' rlclirale' cia.i.s lliat 
the blood is rt'l. .\n:on^' the iuverie- 
bratcs the Idood ',x i-nlorle's . 

Cell a.qviiit ili.itaiii i m lu- well 
studied in the fnverul.ratt.'". Poiiie 
forms liavo aiiicnae thai are beauii- 
tully transpiU'cni as seen under the 
miscrope. M'hen an antenna is cut off 
the blood pours out . On ml.scrocopie 
observation it can be seen that .some 
cells sticl< roiinU the edge ni the cu; 
oi-gan. Tiie.se increase in iiuiiiljer and 
after !i time form a cluiup. No port- 
ion of the clump is torn away, for 
once the cells slick they remain attach. 
««d. Tho flow of blood is not stopped at 
once as the central iKirt is tunneled. 
Wvc utually, Jiowevei, :|ie flow slack- 
ens and when il lia.', slopped, a "itlle 
white thing is found on the slump of 
the antenna. This exira/jrilinary be- 
haviour in merely a iiiiestion »( .id- 
licssion of liicse <-e;is. not in the > osnel 
but outside II when tliey ■ eti!.' n 
contracts with foreign sufaccs. The 
cells stick 10 one another and there 
tiocms to be a transmission ot tho iii- 
fiilcnce.This phenomenon, llr. Tait 
showed, wa.H present In various In- 
vcrtebra.ies, worms, ntulluscs, Insccls 
and spiders. 

TIu! question now arises whether 
this piocehs takes place in llio verte- 
brate."". Various observations point 
that this process Is inev.ilcnl in all 
species both veileliniie iiii.l iiiverle- 
brale: ih.-it ihi.s prutess is dl.'linci.

Prhiglc and Tait de- 
monstrated that these colls tirrest 
haemorrhage in the frog .'is In llu^ In- 
vertebrates Zaiiii, a Geriiiaii worker, 
made this observation in ISSS. 

If the arrest of hemorrhage is 
brought about in tho faaliiun describ- 
ed, what Is Ihe u.sn of coagulation.

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WHAT'S THE MATTER? 

"What tlic matter with old McGill?" The widly gesticulating 
cheer leader screams his time worn question. "She's all rightl 
comes back in a magnificent roar from the enthuuastic crowd the 
still more time worn answer, and the impressionable stride 
students go home feeling that whatever else may be wrortfe with 
the world there is nothing the matter with their old university, as 
though the mere fact of their saying so would induitably dispel 
all chance o their Alma Mater's not having lived up to her 
poasibilitics . Such is the psychology of the mob. 

At present at McGill there exist certain conditions which would 
occasion grave doubts at to whethofr that institution is "all right' 
or not . In every university it is a recognized fact that athletics do 
and should play a very important part in undergraduate life.^ 
The history of McGill will show fhal throughout the past a con- 
sistcnt^^^id^holchearted interest in all forms of physical develop- 
ment li^^l^ln' preserved .^^M^ in intercollegiate as 
well as international competition is .an enviable one, and one that 
present undergraduates should do their utmost to emulate. We 
are not trying to exalt athletics to an unwarranted position, but 
we feel that there are certain branches that at present are not re- 
ceiving proper support. 

In less than a week the boxing, wrestling and fencing team will 
travel to Toronto to compete with other universities in the annual 
I intercollegiate Assault-At-Ams . For the first time in the eleven 
years that this type of sport has been open to intercollegiate com- 
petition the McGill team will not be represented in all the classes. 
In spite of rcpealecl calls no men so far have been willing to box 
in the 1 75 pound and heavyweight classes, and in the lightest 
weights there has been practically no competition. The one hçavy 
man who has. been turning out is prevented through illness from 
making the trip. This is a deplorable state of affairs in a 
university whose registration numbers over two thousand. Ihe 
wrestlers and fencers have worked hard, and deserve credit for 
their faithfulneas. It is with McGill's boxers that her chances of re- 
gaining the championship lie. 

. The widespread apathy that has been in evidence in connection 
^ith this type of sport makes one wonder whether it Jhas lost its 
appeal to the average student, whether the present day young 
man has become so effeminate as to be afraid of the consequences 
of indulging in such a rough but manly pastime. Certainly it 
would appear so. As far <ts physical development is concerned 
there arc few sport that develop speed, stamina and self control 
to a greater extent than does boxing. If the world has evolved so 
far that it has come to look upon boxing as too primitive a diver- 
sion for its cultured state it is time for some reformer to start 
a positive movement for its abolition. If not it should not be half 
héartcdly; tolerated, but should be ardently supported by all., 

Regardless of the ethics of boxing, however, the fact remains 
that McGill needs two men to represent her in the 1 75 pound 
class and heavyweight classes or she will faco the Assault-At- 
Arms short handed ..^Sîîirifiài^t. î. ^

The fact 
that fraternities created most of tlie 
social lifo of collèges, and that: me;i 
not In 'fraternities idid not share this, 
was regrettable. 

In staling his views on eo-educalion 
tlie English atiidcni said that lie bo- 
iloved In it in theory, 'that It is a, de- 
sirable thing for both sexes to mix on 
an even scholaelic plane. In American 
colleges, however, men undoubtedly 
spent cntii-Y;ly too much time in the 
company of the yOung women stu- 
dents, and this time' 'was 'allmost al- 
ways wasted away Iti frivolous amuse- 
ment or Idle conv.erBtttlon. The time 
could much better be spent in study, 
or in conversation with fellow .stu- 
dents upon toj)ic8 relative ito education. 

A marked difference In mclhod.s of 
instruction and fltudy exist In Amerlo-i 
and England, he sold. Compulsory at. 
tendance at ulaases Is certainly an un- 
desirable feature, tor,, it was pointed 
tint, the student is not given an oppor- 
tunity -to display any initLillve, or lO 
follow out h!» nv.Mi deslreH in any 
way. In England fttmlents go to 
classes at will, and if they believe 
that they can get more by slaying, 
away and spending the time studying, 
no objection is ntade. Tho.-Englisn 
system, on the whole, la much mora

As . to the ability and fitness 

gra'd'uatcs In the two countries, -Mr. 
MacDonald believes that the Kngllsli 
are more scholarly and receive broad- 
e;- educations, but that .Americana arc 
better trained to engage in the bust 
n«ss of making a living, and arc able 
lo "get nn." The fact that Englis:) 
institutions . are not so crowded and 
are able lo taice things In a more 
leisurely manner accounts for- the 
better acholastic training. Traditions 
of centuries also aid in lending a 
backgroundi in linglanU. 

The O.\for(l .sUidcnt wus keenly in- 
terested In stiidcntis who work their 
way thitough college in this country. 
SUdli a thing is unheard ot in Eng 
land, he says, and the only way lo 
get a college education without pay- 
ing high tuHlon la to win a scholar 
ship. Students would bo discouraged 
from trying to "earn their way 
through" any English university, bo 
staled. 

In contrasting the social systems of 
the two countries, Mr. McDonald said 
that tlie social lifo of Oxford' w.-.b 
built up around hundreds of sni.til 
clubs— eating clubs, coffee clubs, pliH- 
osophy clubs, conversation clubs — lo 
which u. innn owed nbsuliilely no ob 
ligation, and which bo could Join and 
withdraw from at will. In Amorlcan 
collegHH, the Hocial syKlom, ihe contin- 
ual roinid of acll villes ' audi as dancos, 
parties, and the like aro almost forced 
on students, who must fiilfil .^obllga- 
tlons entailed by meinberHhipfii#ri^;- 
leniillcs 'or societies.
